Sttbjectt Increased tteadlness of NOHAD ^r^..- (0 

1. Beetttit of the Increase in Best* West tensions generated bv the 
current Berlin situation, the Joint Chiefs of Stalf are taking meneuTee to insure 
that our military forces are properly prepared. The dental to the Uest of access 
to Berlin could cauee political teutons to Increase rapidly, making It necessary 
that we achieve * m s rlmum degree of ceenhat readiness. In thU event, time 
could bo a critical factor. One measure we should take new la to obtain advance 
authorlnatlaa from the Canadian Government to Increase the operational readiness 
of NORAD's forces* should we he denied access to Berlin. 

2. It waa agreed at the Paris meeting of the United States • Canada 
Joint Defense Committee in December 19S* , that parallel approaches through 
mUltary and diplomatic channels weald bo made on proposals to direct 
C INC NOB AD la Increase the operational readiness of his forces. 

I. Accordingly, the Joint Cnlefe of Staff have Initiated military eon. 
sulfation on taia aaattor with the Canadian Chiefs of staff Committee through 
their Chairman* It la requested that yon InitUte actloa with the Department of 
State to approach the Canadian Government to obtain advance authorisation to 
Increase NOR AD*a readiness In the event wo are denied acceas to Berlin.
